reported 
missing in action over Germany, 
is alive but a 
prisoner 
of the 
Nazis. 
The word came 
to 
the local 
family through the International 
Red Cross. 
Captain 
Smithwick’s 
family 
was notified early in September 
that their son was listed as miss­ 
ing in action. 
The Desert Sun 
of September 3 carried a full ac­ 
count of the local youth's heroic 
war missions. 


WORD RECEIVED 


Only last 
Sunday 
the press 
wires 
carried 
the 
official an­ 
nouncement that Captain Smith­ 
wick was missing in action. But 
before that announcement came 
out in the metropolitan 
press, 
the Smithwicks were notified by 
the Red Cross that their son was 
a prisoner in Germany. 
The notification indicated he 
was well and 
unharmed. 
It is 
presumed that after their Flying 
Fortress was crippled in action 
over Germany, Capt. Smithwick 
either brought the craft to earth 
in enemy territory safely or they 
all bailed out. 


PILOTING "INFERNO" 


Capt. Smithwick was piloting a 
Flying Fortress nicknamed “In­ 
ferno.” 
In it he had completed 
several 
successful 
raids 
over 
enemy territory and 
was very 
proud of his ship. 
In the last 
letter his parents received from 
him, dated August 10, he wrote: 
“It’s the best ship in the world. 
Although badly battered at times, 
it always brings us home.” 
He graduated from the bomb­ 
ardier school at Victorville after 
preliminary air training at On­ 
tario and Santa Ana, and was

Funeral services were held in 
Compton Wednesday for Second 
Lt. James V. Miller, 24, a pilot 
connected with the 72nd squad­ 
ron at the army air base here, 
who 
was fatally injured 
last 
week in an automobile crash be­ 
tween here and Banning. 
The 
accident 
occured 
near 
Cabazon and Lt. Miller died at the 
51st Evacuation hospital at Ban­ 
ning Friday. 


DRIVER IS GONE 


Notified early Thursday morn­ 
ing of the crash, state highway 
Patrol Officer Gene Henderson 
went to the scene of the accident 
but could find no evidence of the 
driver. The car had veered to the 
right of the highway and crashed 
into the ditch about eight miles 
east of Banning. 
Henderson learned later that 
the driver of a bus had taken 
Lt. Miller to Banning where the 
Army was notified and he was 
transferred to the hospital. 
According to officers investi­ 
gating the accident, Lt. Miller is 
reported to have gained con­ 
sciousness briefly in the period 
between the accident and his 
death and to have said that he 
must have fallen asleep at the 
wheel of his car. He was driving 
his own private car. 
There were no other vehicles 
involved in the accident and ap­ 
parently no witnesses.

Compton and a sister. 
Wiefels and Sons of Banning 
were in charge of funeral ar­ 
rangements.

This time it really wasn’t the 
heat—it WAS the humidity. 
Summer went out the hard way 
this week, the last day of sum­ 
mer approaching the best that 
midsummer could do in way of 
maximum temperatures. It was 
114 here on Tuesday, Sept. 21, the 
day that the season shifted from 
summer to falL

While it was only 103 in Palm 
Springs Wednesday, the tem­ 
perature soared to 113 in River­ 
side that same day and Los An­ 
geles reported 107. 
Weather experts say a break in 
the heat wave is due soon and 
that fall weather is just around 
the comer.

7 Cents This Year 


Earl Coffman Will 
Return to Village 
October 1 Is Word 
Earl Coffman, co-manager of 
the Desert Inn, will be back in 
Palm Springs October 1, accord­ 
ing to word received by friends 
here.Mr. Coffman spent the summer 
at Lake Arrowhead where he 
managed the Lodge and North 
Shore Tavern and reports a high­ 
ly successful and busy season. 
The Lake Arrowhead hostelries 
have been closed for the winter. 


Total tax Villagers will pay this 
fall on their real and’ personal 
property to city and county will 
be $4.20 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion, compared with $4.27 last 
year, a seven-cent reduction in 
most instances.

SURPRISE TO HIM 


Mr. Lippm an had the open le t­ 
ter printed and mailed, first class, 
at his own expense.

Lippm an said the publicity given 
it w as a great surprise to him. He 
also urged th a t ‘‘everyone who 
cares about th e mess a t all, “ra- 
tioneer” or general public, 
to 
w rite to th eir congressmen and 
dem and an im provem ent in the 
OPA.” 
“The letter was an open letter, 
w ritten to OPA at W ashington,” 
he said. “There was no anticipa­ 
tion th a t it w ould receive publi­ 
city. Because it pertained to the 
inside w orking of ration boards, 
and for th a t reason w as thought 
to be of interest to other boards, 
I sent m im eographed copies to 
a carefully chosen list of board 
chairm en, district OPA directors, 
Regional OPA adm inistrators and 
even th e OPA headquarters at 
W ashington! 


NO PUBLICITY PLANNED 


“There w as no thought of it 
having a general interest. C er­ 
tainly there w as no expectation 
that 
m etropolitan 
new spapers 
would pick it up, from w hatever 
source copies may have been ob­ 
tained, 
to create lead 
column 
news of its contents. 
“H owever, since th e affairs of 
OPA affect every m an, w om an 
and child in America, in a very 
vital sense, anything that m ight 
influence headquarters to better 
the program , might be a good 
thing. 
“The prim e difficulty about the 
OPA adm inistration seems to be 
found in the very broadness of its 
program s and plans. T hat m ight 
very easily give rú e to the feel­ 
ing on the p a rt of those who plan 
and devise its m achinery, th at no 
one outside of the very inner 
sanctum or “holy of holies” could 
possibly know anything about it. 


ERRORS REPEATED 


“T hat explains the fact th at the 
principal errors and 
omissions 
are repeated. The feeling of dis- 
couragm ent amongst the boards 
has given w ay to a feelm g of 
grim determ ination th at som e­ 
thing m ust and shall be done to 
im prove methods, program s and 
‘paper w ork’, if the present sys­ 
tem of volunteers is to continue. 
“O ne of th e prin :ipal sugges­ 
tions m ade to help rem edy the 
situation lias been th at every­ 
one w ho cares about the m ess at 
all, ‘rationeer’ or the general pub­ 
lic affected by the topsy-turvy 
program w rite their Congressman 
and m ake a com plaint and de­ 
m and an im provem ent in OPA. 
That is the A m erican way—in a 
¡and of elected representation.”

William A. Lippman, Chairman of Local 


Rationing Board, Assails OPA Red Tape 


and Bungling and Bureaucratic Waste 


In an open letter to California's congressional delegates, OPA o f­ 
ficials in Washington and San Francisco and to other southland ra­ 
tioning boards, William A. Lippman. chairman of the local war price 
and rationing board, called attention to OPA bungling in Washington 
and to bureaucratic inefficiency which has hampered the rationing 
program and worked great hardships on volunteer board workers. 


T he thousands of conflicting$ 
directives and regulations w ere 
also assailed. Mr. Lippm an ex­ 
pressed the hope* th a t his letter 
w ould correct the situation, cut 
red 
tape, 
rectify 
m istakes 
of 
W ashington “experts” and correct 
the confusing directives. 


COSTLY—OF NO NEED 


T h e bew ildering 
regulations 
w ork great hardships on ration 
boards and m any of them produce 
costly precedures of no benefit. 
Mr. Lippm an’s open letter fol­ 
lows: 
It is hard to believe w hat we 
Rationing B o a r d s have been 
through, needlessly, during the 
past few weeks. W hat follows 
here is hard to put dow n in w rit­ 
ing. 
T hat a “R ationeer’s” revolt has 
not set in outw ardly and in fact, 
as it has inw ardly and in spirit, 
can be laid to the loyal stick-to- 
it-iveness of w eary board m em ­ 
bers and staff mem bers, paid and 
volunteer. OPA’s latest blunder 
has severely strained every one’s 
loyalty. 


FACTS REVEALED 


T he “m ake-over” of “B” and 
“C ” books, follow ing the sum m er 
load of “A ” book renew al, pro­ 
vokes this letter. A nd now th at 
some of th e smoke has cleared 
aw ay, some big and rath er ugly 
facts stand out boldly. O ne is 
clear, th at OPA has little inten­ 
tion of keeping its oft-m ade prom ­ 
ises to “stream line” the program s 
-•-to “ease up the w ork of the 
boards”—to “give m ore authority 
and control”—and “grant more 
paid help to the boards.” 
The w riter heartily wishes that 
he could believe in those prom ­ 
ises. B ut they have been made 
and broken too often for us to be 
misled, even though the promises 
come from a different voice or 
spokesm an—no m atter w hether in 
the press, over the radio or in the 
letter pages of “G reen Book” in­ 
serts. The effect is alm ost alw ays 
the same—a prom ise to “ease up” 
is usually a softening tap proceed­ 
ing a heavy blow. A lot of palav­ 
er over board “sacrifice” — deep 
gratitude and sw eet w ords in­ 
variably are followed by some 
new er and clum sier confusion. 


COMPLETE WASTE 


This “m ake-over” of “B” and 
“C” 
books, 
w ith 
its 
complete 
w aste of a full com plem ent of 
coupons, is still in th e class of 
w orld m ysteries. Its justifiable 
benefits are in the lim bo of guess 
w ork. It cannot be denied that 
m illions 
of 
books 
have 
been 
w holly w asted, m illions of w eary 
w ork hours throw n aw ay and m il­ 
lions of tire-m iles burned 
up 
needlessly by car-ow ners getting 
th eir books changed. 
H ave you seen any gain w orth 
the effort? W as it w orth all this 
scram bling to get “A” “B ” and 
“C” coupons to look alike? Was 
it w orth it ju st to get the old ones 
ou t of circulation on an exact 
fixed date? To the u tte r confusion 
of boards, car-ow ners and gas in­ 
dustry alike? OPA could have de­ 
m anded th a t the license num bers 
be w ritten on the face of old “B ” 
and “C” coupons and m ade them 
valid th at way, saving all the 
needless w ork and waste. Such 
w riting had been done by m any 
thousands anyw ay. This program 
w ould have saved th e m ad rush 
of switching. 


WILL IT SUCCEED? 


W ill it lessen th e “black m ar­ 
k et?” The only reason advanced 
for this suprem e blunder of all 
O PA blunders has been the ‘black 
m arket.’ WiU it tu rn th at trick? 
W hat m akes any rational person 
believe it will? I t has created 
m ore ill-will, despair and confu­ 
sion than anything since ration­ 
ing began, and w e do not leave 
ou t any of those hectic—hourly 
changing 
program s 
either. 
It 
seem s so w holly unnecessary and 
w ork-w asting. It cam e out just 
a t th e tim e of low est volunteer 
w orking staffs. T he new food 
calculations 
(and coupons) 
for 
cafes, etc., had ju st been thrust 
upon the boards; stove rationing, 
w ith its new forms and a volume 
of new regulations, arrived a t the 
sam e mom ent. In 3 issues of the 
“G reen Book” w ithin 10 days — 
over 600 pages of new m atter 
cam e for digesting. 
As one w ho has been constant­ 
ly on the chairm anship job, full 
tim e, unpaid, since 
November. 
1942, we believe th a t OPA has 
fully dem onstrated its inability to 
learn by experience. It proves its 
incapacity to plan suitable pro­ 
gram s and effect them , w ithout 
m aking w eltering blunders, so 
m any of w hich w e have groaned 
u n d er during these 10 months. 
The waste of material and time 


has been tremendous. A t first, 
w hen OPA w as new, this m ay 
have been excusable Now it is 
little short of criminal w asteful­ 
ness of m an poorer and m aterial 
in a tim e of all-out war. 


STILL HAVE FAITH 


We still believe in rationing as 
m uch as ever, but we deplore the 
gigantic and far-reaching tiagedy 
of errors for w hich adm inistrative 
OPA is responsible. 


We R ation Boards have borne 
the brunt of the errors—we have 
been the goats in every case. 
W ashington 
OPA 
m akes 
the 
rules—we h ave to interpret them 
but alw ays working against the 
trend of punitive regulations—or 
w hat is w orse—the uncertainty 
of interpretations and directives 
and the certainty of confusing 
delays, changes and news. We 
w ant to be fair—to do our sw oin 
duty in upholding law. We w ant 
also to fairly and intelligently 
guide the rationed public, whose 
servants w e are in this m atter 
B ut confusion, delay and compli­ 
cated program s make this im pos­ 
sible. Confidence is shattered— 
the whole ration structure is en ­ 
dangered because of the blunders 
at the top lay er of authority. 


Board m em bers elsewhere, who 
have 
been 
consulted, 
express 
them selves in som ewhat the sam e 
term s as above. Not one defended 
the m any recent m istakes and 
failures. The kindly patience ol 
last w inter, w hen raPoning w as 
new and all of us w ere green, 
has given w ay to a despairing 
wish th at som ething m ight be 
done about it — perhaps some 
giant bursting blunder to end all 
OPA blunders. 


BLOW AT MORALE 


If W ashington OPA does not 
know that th e repeated blunders 
are striking a t the very heart of 
public ration morale— a t the core 
of their acceptance of controlled 
price and supply regulation — 
then OPA m ust indeed be stupid 
and incapable. 
The m ental attitude of ratio n ­ 
ing board mem bers, affecting as 
it does the staff of paid and vol­ 
unteer w orkers, and above all. the 
rationed public itself, is a highly 
im portant factor. And in spite of 
loyalty 
and 
patriotism , 
which 
cannot be questioned, despite the 
full fervent w ish to help win the 
w ar despite th e thousands of sons 
and daughters of “R ationeers” 
who are in service, it becim es 
increasingly apparent th at OPA 
is steadily breaking down the 
very staunchness and w illingness 
of the unpaid (in money) and d e­ 
voted hundred thousand or m ore 
m en and w om en who have been 
drafted 
by 
their 
com m unities 
not by W ashington) to do the job 
which OPA freely adm its cannot 
be 
done 
w ithout 
th is 
citizen 
force. 


WILL NOT QUIT 


Of course OPA m ight create a 
complete change-over of m em ber­ 
ship. Plenty have quit in disgust. 
B ut the vast m ajority stay on th e 
job because they could only be 
forced out—costly though it is for 
them to serve. Plenty of us w ould 
not quit, tired as w e are, short 
of a dem and by the com m unities 
w ho put us there, o r a Suprem e 
C ourt decision ousting us. XT IS 
OUR FIGHT and this is our w ay

MEDICINE FORGES AHEAD 
Science recently took another 
huge step forward in the mam­ 
moth struggle against disease ot 
the human body. A drug which 
would successfully combat most 
streptococci, staphycocci, pneu­ 
mococci, meningococci, and gona- 
cocci infections has at last been 
found. Penicillin was its name. It 
wasn't a cure-all as first suppos­ 
ed, but it was a sufficiently po­ 
tent drug to be rated the "most 
im portant find in modern chemo­ 
therapeutic investigation.” 
The Army, always on the alert 
for ways and means to provide 
the best in medical care for mem­ 
bers of its forces, first used peni­ 
cillin on April 5th of this year. 
Following this, penicillin training 
centers were set up at two Army 
General hospitals. Since then pen­ 
icillin wards have been estab­ 
lished at a dozen General Hospi­ 
tals, with promise of many more 
in the near future when supplies 
of the yet scarce drug are avail­ 
able.Major Phillip B. Davis, Chief of 
the Septic Surgery Section at 
Torney, recently attended a four 
week course at Bushnell General 
Hospital which served as an in­ 
troduction to penicillin. 
A penicillin ward is tentatively 
planned for Torney in the very 
near future with Major Davis in 
charge. There is a limited supply 
of it here at present.

Mr. Mor- 
genthau does not buy any bonds, 
we learned.

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Deadline for Yule 


Mail Overseas to 


Come in 3 Weeks 


Postmaster R. M. Gorham this 
week reminded Villagers that the 
season for mailing Christmas 
gifts to men in the army who are 
overseas, is rapidly drawing to 
an end. 
The deadline for mailing of 
these gifts is October IS. 
The army this summer ruled 
that Christmas gifts for men over 
seas may be mailed by parcel 
post only between Sept. 15 and 
Oct. 15. 
Reasons for the early mailing 
period were explained by Post­ 
m aster Gorham. It is due to the 
long distances the packages have 
to travel, the frequent transfers 
of men which means forwarding 
of packages, the overcrowding of 
transports with necessary war 
materials whic^ must come first 
—and the need to get the Christ­ 
mas presents to the men in time 
to keep their morale up. 
After October 15, Christmas 
parcels may not be mailed unless 
a written request from the soldier 
is presented with each parcel. 
“The boys should not have to 
ask for their gifts,” commented 
the postmaster. “Don’t wait until 
the deadline. Mail your gifts now 
so that they’ll be sure to get 
there.”

Gets New Blackout 


Rules From State 


Palm Springs police departm ent 
as w ell as peace officers and 
Defense Corps leaders all over 
the state have recently received 
new 
black-out rules from the 
state director of civilian defense. 
The new rules adopted by the 
California W ar Council governing 
the m ethods of identification of 
vehicles for use during periods of 
air-raid alarm became effective 
Septem ber 1. 
They are as fol­ 
lows: 
1. 
Military 
Vehicles. 
These 
may operate w ithout restrictions 
of any kind w ith full headlights, 
dim headlights, or no headlights 
at all, as m ilitary exigencies re ­ 
quire. 


2. 
Statutory Authorized Emer­ 
gency 
Vehicles. 
This 
includes 
police, fire, hospital, etc., vehicles 
as specified in Sec. 44 and other 
appropriate sections of Vehicle 
Code. 
They m ay proceed w ith 
full headlights, but m ust display 
an identifying red light in front. 
The red light m ust be used d u r­ 
ing a daylight air raid alarm , as 
well as by night. No perm it from 
Aie State D irector or Civilian 
Protection is necessary for the 
operation of a “Statutory A uth­ 
orized Emergency Vehicle.”

Auxiliary

hicles. 
This 
class 
consists 
of 
privately and publicly owned v e­ 
hicles that do not come w ithin 
the class of Statutory Authorized 
Emergency Vehicles or m ilitary 
vehicles. 
They may not be op­ 
erated during a period of air raid 
alarm, unless the operator of the 
vehicle has in his possession a 
perm it issued by the D irector of 
Civilian Protection, and the ve­ 
hicle is equipped w ith an ap­ 
proved headlight mask, properly 


installed on the right front head­ 
light. 
(a) 
Headlight 
M a s k s . 
The 
mask can only be m ounted dur­ 
ing red alerts, and it is unlaw ful 
to have it m ounted at any other 
time. 
It m ust be used w hether 
the air raid alarm occurs by day 
or by night.

Lights. If the period of air 
raid alarm is by night, the ordi­ 
nary headlights, tail 
light and 
license 
plate 
lights 
m ust 
be 
lighted. 
(c) 
Permits. On and after Sep­ 
tem ber 
1, 
all 
auxiliary 
emer­ 
gency vehicle perm its are void, 
except those issued by th e State 
Director of Civilian Protection 
NO PRIVATE CARS 
4. 
M ilitary Personnel. No mil­ 
itary personnel may operate a 
private autom obile during an air 
raid alarm, unless the vehicle is 
equipped with an approved head­ 
light mask and the operator has 
in his possession a perm it issued 
by the State Director of Civilian 
Protection. 
5. 
Red Cross 
Vehicles 
with 
Special Red Lights. 
These ve­ 
hicles must be equipped with a 
headlight mask if they are to be 
perm itted to m ove during an air 
raid alarm period. The Red Cross 
light authorized by Ch. 448, Stat. 
143 is to be used only “w hen re­ 
sponding to emergency calls” or 
"during times of m ajor disaster.” 
An air raid alert is not an em er­ 
gency or m ajor disaster. 
6. 
Motorcycles. D uring an air 
raid alarm at night, a motorcycle, 
in addition to its ordinary driving 
light, must be equipped with a 
low-powered auxiliary lam p cov­ 
ered with the approved headlight 
mask. All the lamps m ust be 
lighted. During a day alarm , the 
motorcycle may be operated i* 
equipped with 
headlight 
mask, 
or if the operator is w earing an 
approved arm band. 
7. 
Bicycles. The bicycle need 
not be equipped w ith a m ask, but 
the operator m ust w ear an ap­ 
proved arm band. 
At night, it 
must have the legally required 
lighted lamp, set forth in Sec. 622 
of Vehicle Code.

Locally. W alter Lippm an chairm an of the Palm Springs w ar price 
and ration board, said the local board had not been inform ed of d e­ 
tails as yet and was receiving its inform ation from the new spapers. 


In his official release to th e$ ‘ 
press, Mr. d’O rr said th a t the new 
ration book w ould be distributed 
through the school houses in th e 
sam e m anner as w as used for 
W ar Ration Books 1 an d 2.
